ABOUT  THE  AUTHORS 

Jacques  Anatole  Francois  Thibault,  Anatole 
France,  was  a  French  author  born  in  lSljJp, 
who,  eight  years  before  his  death r7  in  1921 
received  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature. 

His  contributions  include  many  novels  and 
satirical  works  including:  n  Penquin  Island”, 
uThe  Revolt  Of  The  Angels”,  and  nThe  Crime 
Of  Sylvester  Bonnard.”  Of  his  plays  the  only 
one  to  receive  enduring  popularity  is  ’’The 
Man  Who  Married  A  Dumb  Wife®”  The  plot  is 
based  on  an  anecdote  reported  by  Rabelais, 
and  was  utilized  by  Moliere  in  his  ’’Doctor 
In  Spite  Of  Himself.”  It  is  also  the  basis 
of  Jonson*s  ’’The  Silent  Woman.”  It  was  first 
presented  in  America  in  March,  1915  by 
Granville  Barker,  and  brought  the  designer, 
Robert  Edmond  Jones,  who  created  the  sets 
and  costumes,  to  wide  attention*

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Irwin  Shaw5  American,  born  in  1913 ^  has 
made  many  contributions  to  literature©  His 
best  work  concerns  men  in  war.  One -of  his 
most  famous  novels  is  ’’The  Young  Lions” 
which  was  recently  made  Into  a  successful 
motion  picture.  ”Bury  The  Dead”  a  long  one 
act  play  produced  in  1936  first  brought  him 
before  the  public  eye.  The  author  called  it 
”a  play  about  the  war  that  is  to  begin  to¬ 
morrow.”  The  play,  however,  was  submerged 
by  the  cataclysm  of  a  second  v/orld  conflict, 
against  which  its  desperate  appeal  for  peace 
seemed  puny*  The  tragedy  of  a  worse  war 
brought  out  of  the  disordered  and  futile 
deaths  of  human  conflict  the  deeply  emotional 
yet  reflective  urge  of  art*
